In  the  month  of  ju.l_\-  notices  were  sent  to  the  many 
<lescendants  from  the  famil\-  name  registered  in  the  di- 
rectory  of  the  Association.  The  Association  l)eing  on  a 
tirm  business  basis,  no  eiifort  was  made  this  year  to  obtain 
new   memlx'rs  b\-  means   of  personal   letters,  but   neverthe- 
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less  quite  a  number  joined  the  Association.  The  reunion 
was  held  at  a  time  of  the  year  when  many  of  the  local  mem- 
bers were  away  on  their  vacations  and  while  their  absence 
was  in  evidence  there  was  quite  a  good  representation  of 
the  members  from  away  whose  genial  faces  and  enthusias- 
tic deportment  made  the  occasion  one  of  great  social  en- 
joyment. (  )ur  lionc^red  President  being  ill  and  unable  to 
be  present,  only  two  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
met  and  no  quorum  Ijcing  present,  no  business  was  done 
before  the  meeting  of  the  Association. 

Tuesday,  Aug.  38,  with  the  weather  fair  and  beautiful, 
in  accordance  with  the  notice  to  its  members,  the  Pike  Fam- 
ily Association  met  in  executive  session  in  the  parlors  of 
the  American  House.  The  meeting  was  opened  at  10 
o'clock  A.  !M.,  with  Vice-President  Mrginia  Pike  Martin  in 
the  chair  and  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  present.  A  quo- 
rum having  been  found  present,  it  was  voted  to  accept  the 
Secretary's  printed  1904  records  that  had  been  sent  out  to 
the  members. 

It  was  voted  to  have  a  reception  in  the  evening,  with 
light  refreshments,  and  Frederic  A.  Pike,  of  St.  Paul, 
Alinn.,  Frank  C.  Pike,  of  Keene.  X.  PL,  and  Elbridge  N. 
Pike,  of  Bost<in,  were  appointed  l\v  the  chair  a  committee 
to  attend  to  the  same.  It  was  voted  to  have  a  banquet  the 
second  night  and  Eben  W.  Pike,  of  Cambridge,  Mass., 
James  Pike,  of  North  Bergen,  N.  J.,  and  Ell^ridge  N.  Pike, 
of  Boston,  were  appointed  by  the  chair  as  a  banquet  com- 
mittee. The  Secretary's  re])ort  was  read  and  approved  by 
a  vote  of  the  Association.     It  was  as  follows : 

SECRETARY'S  REPORT 

The  Bi-Annual  year  for  our  meeting  has  again  come 
found  and  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  the  Secretary  of 
this  Association  makes  his  report  for  190().  Many  names 
have  been  added  to  our  directory,  making  the  present  num- 
ber nearlv  -1,500  to  whom  invitations  have  been  to  some  in 
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an  indirect  way  through  other  members  of  the  family  and 
thus  saving  much  expense  to  the  Association,  and  I  tind 
some  liave  joined  who  liave  received  their  invitations  in 
this  wa\". 

The  Secretary's  report  for  1!)()4  shows  the  total  nuni- 
l)er  of  names  on  the  roll  of  memlxTship  at  that  time  to  be 
:^-l\.  Since  that  report  was  made  u])  1!>")  names  have  been 
added,  making  the  whole  number  on  our  list  '\'l'l.  Of  this 
number  seventeen  ha\e  already  l)een  rei)orted  as  having; 
been  taken  from  us  and  it  is  again  my  sorrowful  duty  to 
record  that  fifteen  of  our  number  have  gone  to  join  that 
grand  reunion  on  high  where  there  is  no  separation.  Their 
nriUies  are :

our  number  from  our  list  leaves  us  ti'.io  to  date. 

At  the  close  of  the  }-ear  P'l'l  the  records  were  ready 
for  ])ublication.  Imt  owing  to  the  great  amount  of  work  on 
hand  it  was  imj^ossible  t(!  get  them  ])rinted  at  that  time,  so 
the\  i)assed  over  till  the  summer  of  1!M>.'),  when  they  were 
published  b\-  the  tirm  of  G.  H.  &  A.  L.  Nichols  of  Lynn, 
Mass..  who  under  l)id  oiu"  Saco  friends.  (  )wing  to  the 
vast  growth  of  our  Associatii)n  I  had  fifteen  hundred  of 
them  iirinted  in  order  to  sui)pl\'  our  incoming  members  of 
the  future.  The  Historical  Societies  have  liecome  cognizant 
of  the  \'alue  of  our  records,  and  at  their  request  I  have  pre- 
sented coi)ies  in  behalf  of  the  Association  to  the  "Xew 
F.ngland  Historic  Genealogical  Society,  the  Xew  York  Pub- 
lic Library,  the  Xew  York  Historical  Societ\-  and  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  at  Colorado   Springs,  and  the  X'a- 
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tional  Public  Library  at  \\'ashinetoii,  D.  C.  I  will  again 
say  that  all  of  the  half  tones  in  the  records  were  furnished 
at  the  expense  of  members  and  not  by  ihe  Association:  but 
I  hope  with  the  increased  dues  and  memliership  fees  to  be 
able  to  do  such  work  in  th.e  future  without  having;  to  ask 
for  assistance  from  outside  the  funds  of  the  Association. 
It  is  sometimes  a  trial  to  the  Secretary  to  locate  the  mem- 
bers after  they  have  moved  from  his  known  address.  The 
records  are  sent  to  them  anfl  he  receives  word  from  the 
postmaster  of  that  place,  "removed,  address  unknown.  :  a 
certain  parcel  of  fourtli  class  mail  matter  will  be  returned 
to  you  on  recei])t  of  a  four  cer.t  postage  stamp."  He  has 
been  quite  fortunate  this  }ear  in  locatmg  all  but  two,  Ed- 
wi::  W.  Pike  of  Dover.  X.  H..  and  Edwin  L.  Pike  of  New- 
port. R.  I.  If  there  are  an\-  present  who  know  the  ad- 
dresses of  either  of  these  will  the\"  kindh  make  thenn  known 
at  this  meeting". 

The  Secretary  found  tliere  were  t(uite  a  number  of 
members  who  were  delinquent  and  negligent  about  paving 
their  dues  and  he  has  sent  notices  to  such  as  have  paid  no 
dues  and  written  personal  letters  to  tliem  at  least  twice  to 
each  ;  man\-  have  paid  their  dues,  but  still  there  are  some 
who  have  taken  no  notice  of  his  letters.  I  i^resume  there 
are  a  class  of  fickle  minded  ipersons  in  ever\-  famil\-  but  I 
am  sorry  to  find  them  in  our  own.  I  firmK'  believed  that 
every  Pike  or  descendant  knew  his  own  mind  and  when 
such  joined  the  Association  they  did  so  because  they  took 
great  pride  in  our  I'amily  organization,  and  \\ere  willing  to 
contribute  their  mite  for  the  immense  Ix'nefits  thev  received 
from  it.  There  are  some,  I  find,  who  are  willing  to  go  on 
year  in  and  year  out  and  have  the  records  sent  them  with- 
out contril)uting  a  cent,  and  it  was  decided  b\"  the  Board 
of  Directors  at  our  last  reunion  not  to  send  records  to  those 
who  were  more  than  two  years  in  arrears  for  their  dues  and 
to  report  such  at  our  next  meeting.  This  instruction  has 
.been  pretty   well  carried  out.  and   I   here  present  a  list  of 
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these  who  have  paid  no  (hies  or  are  ^a(lly  in  arrears  for 
(hies  that  tliey  may  l^e  known  to  their  friends  who  should 
either  ])a\-  them  or  advise  their  friend-  io  pay.  That  the 
members  ma\  l)etter  understand  the  meanino-  of  the  Asso- 
ciation there  has  been  ih'awn  u[)  a  set  of  By-Laws  giving 
imphcit  instruction  as  to  how  a  person  can  join  the  Asso- 
ciation and  also  honorably  withdraw  from  the  same,  and 
how  the\-  will  be  dropped  from  membership  if  they  fail  to 
pa\-  their  dues.

It  was  voted  to  accept  the  names  placed  in  nomination 
for  the  various  offices  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
cast  a  vote  for  the  Association  on  them  as  a  whole,  which 
being-  done,  they  were  declared  elected  to  their  respective 
offices  in  the  Association.

.Vlthonidi  onh'  recently  annon.ncetl,  the  ])lan  had  its  in- 
ce])ti(in  ten  wars  a,L^'i :  when  the  Ab  m'.MiH-nt  associate  ni  held 
a  baniji'et  in  cnmmenioratii  ni  (d  the  ninetieth  anniversary 
of  the  disci iver\-  of  I'ike's  I'eak.  At  that  time  it  was  de- 
cided that  the  centennial  anniversa.r\"  of  the  discovery 
sbi I'dd  be  observed  witbi  ai)])ro])riate  exercises,  to  include 
the  nn\-eilin,L;-  of  a  monument  to  the  intrepid  soldier-ex- 
pli',ri.'r  who  blazeil  the  first  i)ath\\ay  from  the  east  to  the 
Rockies. 

With  the  ajiiiroach  of  tlie  centennial  anniversary,  the 
ori.^inal  ])lans  ha\'e  I)een  enlart^ed  until  the)'  have  assumed 
])roportions  in  kee])inL;'  with  the  historic  sii;"nificance  of  the 
e\'ent.  broin  the  modest  idea  of  erecting'  a  suitable  mon- 
ririent  to  1 'ike  ha.s  L;"rown  a  ])roL';ram  diat  is  national  in  its 
interest.  It  became  so  im])ortant  that  the  I'nited  States 
!4'o\'ernment  will  ])articipate.  The  War  Department  will 
send  10,00!)  regular  troops,  the  Interior  Department  will 
send  rei>resentati\'es  of  the  tribes  lif  Indians  with  wdiich 
I 'ike  came  in  contact,  while  Congress  will  auth(jrize  the 
coining  of  loo.ooo  smu'enir  meclallions  of  l)r()nze  and  sil- 
ver. Xot  only  will  the  troojis  be  a  <!ecided  feature  m  them- 
selves, but  the  occasion  will  be  the  first  on  which  all 
l)ranches  of  the  army  have  maneuvered  in  the  west  and  also 
the  first  time  that  a  mountainous  cour.try  has  l)een  chosen 
for  make  believe  war. 

The  general  ])lan  of  the  ])rogram  is  an  allegorical  rej)- 
resentation  t)f  the  prog-ress  of  the  Pike's  Peak  region  dur- 
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iii!^-  the  centr.ry  thrit  it  has  lieen  known  to  the  white  man. 
The  opening"  day  will  he  devoted  to  the  niilitarv,  since  the\' 
represent  most  nearl\-  Pike  and  his  slrirdx-  little  band  of 
followers.  There  will  he  a  pioneer  daw  illustrating  the 
"da}'s  of  'I!*,"  when  the  cr\-  of  gold  brought  the  sentinel 
peak  of  the  Rockies  into  the  knowledge  of  the  world,  and 
a  Colorado  day.  to  ty]")ify  the  industries,  commerce,  agri- 
cultin"e  and  mining"  as  it  is  toda}".  The  militarx"  features  will 
predominate  in  the  en.tire  program,  although  no  sacrifices 
will  l;e  made  on  tins  account.  The  exercises  will  all  Ix"  in 
th.e  o])en  air,  free  to  the  pu1)lic  and  of  a  nature  to  inspire 
the   highest   ]^atriotisn"i. 

The  com])lete  history  of  the  Rock"\"  Mountains  will  lie 
unfolded,  fron"i  the  l)leak  Xovember  d,a\-  when  I'ike  first 
gave  tile  great  snow  ca])pe(l  ])eak  official  ])osition  on  the 
map  of  the  L'nited  States,  to  the  ])resent  da\",  when  the 
beautiful  cit}-  at  the  foot  of  the  ])eak  has  become  so  modern 
as  to  l)e  facetiouslx"  (lul)bed   "Little  London." 

1^)  again  climb  to  the  vantage  point  on  Che\"enne 
mountain  whence  he  inspected  the  i")eak.  Pike  would  pass 
through  Stratton  i)ar!<.  a  l)it  of  mountain  fairxland  that 
was  ])resented  to  the  cit\"  of  Colorado  Springs  liv  the  late 
millionaire  mine  owner,  Myron  S.  Stratton.  He  would  not 
need  his  ln^-ses.  as  an  electric  car  line  runs  to  the  verv  foot 
of  the  n"iountain.  Tn  the  event  he  wished  to  climb  the  Peak, 
he  Could  ride  in  an  electric  car  line  to  the  de])ot  of  the  Cog 
roatl.  This  is  the  highest  steau"!  railrorid  in  the  world, 
reaching"  an  altitude  of  ILL'S  feet  in  a  distance  of  some 
twelve  n"iiles.  The  round  trip  is  made  in  a  few  hours,  and 
while  on  the  Peak  the  exi)lorer  could  take  his  bearings,  the 
teni|)erature,  latitude,  longitude  and  secure  other  scientific 
data  at  the  Lnited  States  ol:)servator\-  ihat  crowns  the  top- 
niost  i)oint  of  the  massive  granite  ]Mle.  His  partv  could 
spend  the  night  at  either  the  Half  \\'a\"  House  or  at  the 
top  of  the  peak  in  comfortal)le  quarters,  secure  against  hun- 
ger and  storm. 
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I'ikc  started  from  St.  Lnuis  July  !_.").  lS(Mi,  on  his  trip 
to  the  Ruck}'  Ar<umtains.  or  Aicxican  Mountains,  as  he 
calk'd  tlicm.  He  pronounced  tlie  country  throug'h  which 
lie  tra\'elk'il  so  (k'void  of  sustenance  for  human  Ijeing's  that 
it  woukl  serve  as  a  harrier  for  all  time  in  the  expansion  of 
the  I'nited  States.  In  vivid  contrast  are  the  conditions  to- 
da_\'.  I'ike  could  now  make  his  toilsome  jou.rnev  irom  St. 
k,ou.is  to  Pike's  Peak  over  either  of  several  li'reat  trunk 
rail\\a_\s,  e([uii)ped  with  all  the  modern  luxuries  of  travel. 
Where  he  ])assed  g'reat  herds  of  hut'talo  he  would  see 
cattle  _i4razin,L;-  on  the  ])rairies  in  e(|ual  numhers.  The  wide 
plains  that  sta,t;;q'ered  his  imagination  on  account  of  their 
desolation  are  now  dotted  with  ])rosperous  farms  or 
ranches.  The  mountains  that  a])])ealed  to  him  onl\'  for 
their  scenic  grandeu.r  have  keen  foun*!  to  l)t'  the  treasure 
vaults  of  nature  that  were  then  waiting  to  l)e  o])ened  1)\-  the 
hard\-  frontiersmen  who  followed  Pike  nearl\-  half  a  cen- 
tur\'  later.  The  great  white  mountain  that  he  declared 
Could  not  he  ascended  h\-  a  Inunan  Icing  is  now  the  ob- 
jective point  of  KM), ()()()  tourists  annuallw  Pike  said  that 
the  sight  of  the  ])eak  was  inex])ressil)k;  grand,  while  mod- 
ern explorers  say  the  same  of  the  view  from  the  summit  of 
the   jjcak. 

History  records  no  more  exalted  patriot  or  intre])i(l 
soldier  than  Zehulon  Alontgo]ner\-  Pil:e.  His  soldier  an- 
cestr_\-  for  generations  l)r(_)Ught  him  the  Spartan  fortitude 
that    alone   made  i)ossihle   his   achievements    for   the  countr\' 
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well. 
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ad  he  not  unmortahzed  hnnselt  hv  his 


i-emarkahle  explorations  for  the  government,  his  name 
would  yet  he  resjilendent  in  histor_\-,  in  that  his  militar\-  rec- 
ord, is  one  that  is  rarel\-  duplicated.  When  onlv  -l\  vears 
old  he  was  chosen  to  lead  the  most  im])ortant  militarv  ex- 
iiedition  of  the  hour,  and  when  hut  .'II  \ears  of  ace  he  was 
a  l)rigadier  general  in  command  of  the  troops  that  captured 
the  P>ritish  stronghold  at  York  (now  Toronto)  Canada. 
His  death  at  this  l)attle  was  highl\-  dramatic  and  has  been 
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likened  to  that  of  Xelstjn.  The  captured  iVvji,  nf  the  eiieiii}- 
was  placed  under  the  head  of  the  dyin:^-  ,Q-eneral  to  ease  the 
pain  of  mortal  wounds,  ddie  cheers  of  his  soldiers  aroused 
the  stricken  youu"-  commander  and  on  heing  told  that  the 
fort  was  ca])tured,  he  closed  his  eyes  with  the  remark:  "I 
die  content."' 

A  biooraphy  of  Pike  is  yet  to  he  written,  but  his 
achievements  are  a  matter  of  record  in  the  archives  of  the 
War  Department.  A  diary,  ke])t  faithfully  from  dav  to 
day  during-  his  ex])lorations,  tells  in  ([uaint  terse  stvle  of 
the  tortuous  march  of  the  little  party  frcun  St.  Louis  to  the 
Rock}'  A  fountains.  lA'en  the  cai)ture  of  his  papers  bv  the 
Spaniards  at  Santa  Vc  did  not  serve  t(.)  destro\-  the  records 
of  the  astute  youn;^-  soldier,  who  had  carefulh-  concealed 
dui)licates  of  his  papers  in  the  barrel  of  his  big-  flint  lock 
ride  and  he  was  aftervvard  able  to  restore  them  to  original 
form. 

The  journey  on  which  Pike  discovered  the  ])eak  was 
the  second  that  he  made  u.nder  orders  from  the  govern- 
ment. He  had  ]:ireviously  traced  the  head  waters  of  the 
^Mississippi  to  their  source,  gathering  valuable  data  for 
the  government,  making  treaties  with  the  Indians  and 
making  notes  on  the  Pritish  occupation  of  small  settle- 
ments. His  second  journe\'  was  to  take  him  through  the 
then  unex])lr)i-ed  territory  of  Louisiana.  The  government 
wished  to  know  more  about  the  vast  tract  of  land  that  it 
was  bu\ing  from  Spain  and  Pike  was  selected  to  supply 
this  information. 

With  a  little  jjarty  composed  of  a  S(|uad  of  ])rivate  sol- 
diers, a  physician,  guides,  Indians  and  horses.  Pike  started 
from  St.  Louis  in  Julw  He  was  a  hrst  lieutenant  at  the 
tmie,  but  was  promoted  to  a  captaincy  during  the  following 
month.  He  was  not  notified  of  his  promotic^n  until  a  long 
wdiile  afterward,  hence  the  discoverer  of  Pike's  Peak  is 
usually  alluded  to  as  lieutenant,  rather  than  as  cai)tain, 
which  lie  really  was  at  the  time,  or  as  general,  which  he  be- 
came shorth"  before  his  death. 
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The  condition  of  the  Httlc  nartv   was  iM.'coniinv-  rather 
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.■s])cratr  when,  (Ui  XovcMr,l)er  !•"),  the  "Mexican  .\[unnt- 
ains"  were  si^'hted  from  the  lianks  of  the  Arkansas  river 
in  western  Kansas.  Three  cheers  were  i^'iven  aiid  IMkc  de- 
termined to  press  on  to  the  "Q'reat  white  jjeak."  ddie  near- 
est the  i)arty  came  to  the  peak  wa.s  on  Xoveml)er  ".'X  iSiiii. 
wlien  I 'ike  and  t\\"o  followers  climlied  to  the  to])  of  a 
mountain  some  lo  miles  from  the  i 'eak.  I 'ike  wrote  in  his 
diar\-  that  the  i^reat  white  moimtain  seemed  to  he  as  hi^'h 
a,i;'ain  as  the  mountain  he  had  climhed  and  that  it  would 
he  impossihie  for  a  human  hein;^"  to  reach  tlie  summit.  The 
snow  on  the  mountain  that  I'ike  clim])ed  was  "middile 
dee]'"'  and  the  thermometer  ret.i'istered  ii  dej^rees  helow  zero 
at  the  minimum.  The  sui)plies  of  the  i)art\'  were  at  a  low 
ehl).  with  no  i^ame  in  si^ht.  The  clothin,<;"  of  the  men  was 
worn  to  shreds,  most  of  them  hein^.^"  without  stockinij's  and 
wearing'  moccasins  that  admitted  snow  and  stones  freelw 
L'nder  such  conditions  it  is  hr.t  little  wonder  tliat  the  l)rave 
\'oun,i4'  soldier  thouL;hl  that  the  i)eak  was  hexond  his 
])rowess. 

After  notim.;'  the  i)eak,  I'ike  returned  to  the  Arkansas 
river  at  a  jxiint  where  I'uehlo  now  is.  continu.in^'  his  jonr- 
ne}-  into  the  mou.ntains.  tlunice  to  Xew  .Mexico,  where  lie 
was  captured  l)y  the  Si)aniards.  Hardshi])s  of  ewry  de- 
scri])tion  were  suffered  h\-  the  i)arty  hefore  hein^:"  i)laced  in 
captivit}'  at  Santa  IT'.  Two  of  the  mui  had  to  in-  ahan- 
doned  and  left  to  their  fate  in  the  hills.  The\'  were  qiven 
a  small  su])])ly  of  ];rovisions  with  the  assurance'  that  the\' 
would  he  rescued  if  the  rest  of  the  ]iart\-  found  a  haven  of 
safet_\-  and  rest.  Pike  saw  that  the  i)romise  was  kept,  and, 
more  dead  than  alive,  the  stricken  |)an'  were  hron^^Tt  into 
Santa    l'\'  hy  the   Sjjanish   soldiers. 

d  he  remains  of  the  distin,i;uished  x'ouni^'  soldier-ex- 
])lorer  lie  at  Madison  I'.arracks,  Xew  \'ork,  where  they  were 
interred  with  military  honors  nearl_\-  a  centur\-  a.q'o.  A 
modest  shaft  marks  the  resting-  place  of  Pike  and  a  num- 
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ber  of  the  sofdiers  who  were  killed  w  itii  him.  (  )n  his  body 
were  found  t\\o  sentences,  dedicated  ro  his  son,  "Preserve 
your  honor  free  from  blemish"  and  "l-e  alwavs  readv  to  die 
for  vonr  country. ""

THE  EARIEST  SETTLERS  OF  THE  PIKE  FAMILY  IN 
NEW  ENGLAND 

At  the  earnest  solicitation  of  man;,'  of  the  descendants 
I  shall  confine  this  paper  almost  wholly  to  the  descendants 
of  Capt.  John  Pike  of  X'ewbury,  Mass.,  and  Woodbridge, 
N.  J.,  and  in  doing  this  I  shall  take  up  for  a  space  his  an- 
cestry in  England. 

In  'A'isitations  of  Somerset"  1)\  Weaver.  Page  (U,  T 
find,  "Pikes  Ash  in  Martock  and  of  Moorlinch,  also  called 
West  Bridgewater,  Arms  Per  pale  Az.  &  Sa.  over  all  three 
crescents  Or."     This  coat  of  arms  belonged  to  Sir  Richard 
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Fyke  li\-in,ti"  the  eii:i"lith  year  of  King  Richard  Second,  or 
in  the  }'ear  loS.") ;  this  hne  as  given  is  "^Thomas  Pyke, 
SHuge  Pike  Hving  in  the  third  year  of  King  Henr\-'s  reign 
or  the  year  \Wk  his  wife  was  EHzabeth.  4  Tliomas  Pyke, 
5  John  P\ke.  (i  William  Pyke  of  Moorhnch,  Somerset,  m. 
AHce,  heir  of  Thomas  Bowring  of  Bowring's  Leigh  in 
West  Arhngton,  Co.  Devon.  He  had  two  sons,  Rol^ert  and 
Stephen  Pyke:  TRobert  Pyke  married  Ehza  ThornhiH.  and 
Colhnson's  Plistory  of  Somerset  says  he  was  the  son  and 
heir  and  was  assessed  at  Pike's  Ash,  ( Here  the  speUing 
changes  to  Pike),  Somerset  in  the  ^'^nd  year  of  the  reign 
of  Henrv  X'HI  or  in  the  year  l.');!l  ;  his  son  and  heir  was 
8  Thomas  Pkye,  who  married  Mary  Stowell  of  Cathel- 
stone  :  he  is  given  as  of  Moorhnch.  Colhnson  says  he  had 
a  daughter,  OEHzabeth  Pyke,  who  married  James  Leigh  or 
Revnolds,  who  spoiled  the  estate  and  also — "tradition  says 
there  was  a  Stephen  Pyke,  brother  of  Elizabeth."  This  is 
higliK-  improbable  because  he  would  have  been  the  heir 
and  inherited  the  estate.  It  would  therefore  seem  that  this 
line  ends  with  Elizabeth  so  far  as  the  family  name  is  con- 
cerned. 

T Stephen  Pyke,  son  of  H William,  married  Dorothy 
Cufife  ( Cutts )  [I  see  Weaver  has  the  word  Cutts  enclosed 
as  an  interpretation  of  the  name  Cufife.]  He  settled  or  is 
given  as  of  Bridgewater,  Somerset,  wheie  his  children 
were  born.  He  had  two  sons  and  one  daughter,  viz. :  John, 
Francis  ( who  had  sons  Jemonel  and  Jones )  and  Elizabeth. 
4john  Pyke  of  Bridgewater,  1573.  The  A^icar  of 
Bridgewater  gives  baptism  as  Nov.  1,  1-V;-? :  married  Jane, 
daughter  of  Richard  Castleman ;  (the  A'icar  also  gives  the 
following  baptisms:  Robert  Pike,  baptized  Aug.  •31),  1583, 
and  Robert  Pike  bapt.  July  39,  15S3,  who  is  the  Robert 
Pike  of  Providence,  R.  L,  without  any  doubt,  as  proved 
by  land  transactions  after  he  came  to  America.)  A  com- 
munication from  Moorlinch  vicarage,  Bridgewater,  is  as 
follows:  "Bridgewater,  Oct.  19,  '01.   I  have  had  your  let- 
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ter  al;()i;t  Jnhn  Pike  boni  before  "KWmi.  and  the  X'icar  of 
Alartock  has  SL-nt  me  the  similar  k>tter  you  wrote  to  him. 
I  rei^ret  that  I  ean  ^ive  you  no  information  as  to  any  of  the 
Pikes  mentioned  Ijy  }-i>u  as  the  ?i[o(n-hneh  rej^isters  only 
dale  baek  to  M\'^'l.  I  l)c'lieve,  however,  that  the  Pike  fam- 
il_\-  lived  here  in  the  14th  and  \^A\\  eenturies,  and  were  then 
the  _G,'reat  ])eoi)le  of  the  neii^'hborhood.  There  is  in  the  bel- 
frv  of  Aloorlineh  chureh  a  niueh  nui<;ilated  female  et^gy, 
which  was  formerh-  recumbent  upon  a  tomb  in  a  niche  un- 
der a  ^vindow  on  the  north  side  of  the  church.  This  is 
supposed  to  represent  the  wife  of  one  of  the  Pikes  who 
lived  before  the  reformation.  There  i-  no  inscription,  no 
coat  of  arms  or  crest  attacheil.  1  very  little  doubt  that 
Moorlinch  is  the  i)lace  from  which  your  John  Pike  came. 
Yours  faithfully.  Fred  Horthcote  Smith.  \'icar  of  ^^loor- 
linch. 

.\]\-  reasons  for  believing'  the  aliove  to  be  our  direct 
line  are  that  Sir  Richard  Pyke  was  the  onl\-  P\ke  T  liave 
been  able  to  tind  in  luigland  whose  coat  of  arms  bore  the 
cresce'iits  :  this  original  ci^at  (if  arms  l)elong'ed  through  this 
line  to  William  Pyke  and  his  hr>t  heir.  Robert,  whose  son, 
Thomas,  was  father  of  Elizabeth,  wliere  the  family  name 
became  extinct.  William's  other  son.  Ste]dien.  began  a  new 
line  and  still  retained  the  crescents  witii  the  chevron  which 
indicates  the  l)egimiing  of  a  new  line,  or  in  Heraldr\'  "an 
(  )rdinar\'.  supposed  to  betoken  the  accomplishment  of 
some  memoral)le  work,  or  the  completion  of  some  business 
of  importance,  generall}'  the  foundation  of  his  own  family 
by  the  l)earer."  We  know  that  Robert  Pike  of  Providence 
came  from  llridgewater  and  I  believe  that  he  was  a  brother 
of  John  Pike  of  Xewbur\- :  I  believe  that  investigation  of 
land  titles  in  England  will  prove  my  claim.  I  find  in  the 
Second  Series  of  Xotes  and  Queries  \'ol.  T,  "The  church 
of  St.  P>artholomew  in  tlie  city  of  London  which  was  pulled 
down  to  enlarge  the  avenues  to  the  Ro\al  Exchange,  was 
Iniilt  mainl\-  at  the  charge  of  Thomas  IMke,  sheriff  of  Lon-

don  in  1410  whose  ancestor.  Nicholas  Pike,  was  sheriff  in 
loo'^."'  Should  this  Thomas  Pike  be  a  son  of  Sir  Richard 
Pyke  it  would  j^ive  us  one  generation  at  least  farther 
back,  as  Xicholas  would  l)e  the  father  of  Sir  Richard.  This 
is  onh'  speculation  as  it  is  not  known  from  what  place  Sir 
Richard  came  when  he  settled  in  Bridgewater  in  .Somerset 
Count}'. 

In  "marriage  licenses  London.  l")".'o — li;in,"  [  find 
"William  Pyke.  yeoman,  married  Xov.  (i.  1583.  Emma 
Langforde.  widow,  of  all  Hall(Tws."  A  genealogist  some 
years  ago  facetiously  remarked  to  me  that  one  John  Pike 
in  stating  that  he  came  froui  Longford,  England,  referred 
to  his  mother  and  not  tc:  any  ])lace.  I  did  not  kn()w  at  the 
time  that  Longforde  was  not  her  maiden  n.ame.  and  the 
genealogist  is  now  dead  and  therefore  forgiven. 

I  now  come  to  John  Pike,  eighth  from  Sir  ^\z\\^X(\, -^^^^^^^.^^^^ /^il4-hxS: 
and  first  of  the  lin.e  in  .Vmerica  who  came  to  this  country, 
sailing  from  Southampton  .Vpril  <i.  IGo.").  in  the  ship 
"James."  Capt.  Cooper,  arriymg  in  Boston  on  ^ I o n d a y . ■  Jt^>>~^ 3 .  i(oi^ 
Augui't.  I(,i:i5.  James  S.  Pike  in  "The  Xew  Puritan."  says 
with  wife  Sarah.  Wdiat  authority  he  has  for  making  the 
statement  his  wife's  name  was  Sarah  or  that  his  wife 
came  with  him,  I  do  not  know.  I  belieye  it  was  based  upon 
the  record  of  the  death  of  Sarah  Pike  at  X^ewl:)ury,  X'ov. 
11).  l(i.')!iTand  she  was  i)resume(l  to  be  his  wife  l)ecause  her 
name  was  not  given  among  his  son's.  Capt.  John  Pike's 
childreir.  but  as  he  died  ?\la\-  'M.  lii.Vl,  and  having  made  his 
will  not  mentioning  any  wife,  such  presumption  cannot  be 
maintained.  The  early  Xewbury  records  are  quite  com- 
plete and  they  do  not  record  the  death  of  his  wife,  so  with- 
out anv  further  evidence  one  would  conclude  she  died  be- 
fore he  came  to  this  country.  He  settled  at  first  in  Ipswich 
but  after  a  short  stop  at  that  place  removed  to  Xewbury 
and  settled  on  the  banks  of  Parker  river  and  was  made 
freeman  in  1(U"2.  He  was  a  highly  educated  man  and  wrote 
a  fine  hand,  unknown  among  the  uneducated  of  his  times 
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and  left  his  country  at  the  time  of  the  i^reat  Reformation, 
and  has  often  been  classed  as  amoni;-  the  manv  "dissent- 
ers" who  left  their  native  land  for  the  "Freedom  to  wor- 
shi|)  (  iod.""  (JnotiiiJLi-  from  the  history  of  the  Tike  family — 
"He  was  a  man  of  pr()nounced  opinions,  hold  in  his  as- 
sertions, hut  as  history  has  shown,  educated  a  lawver.  he 
nndouhtedl}-  knew  how  to  keep  within  the  bounds  of  i)ru- 
dence  in  his  intercourse  with  the  element  of  the  times.  It 
must  be  remembered  that  the  L'hurch  and  State  were  i)rac- 
ticall)'  the  same  in  those  days  and  that  the  laws  of  the  land 
were  largely  scriptu.ral,  and  that  law  was  art^ned  from  a 
liible  standijoint:  he  was  conversant  with  thec^loiiical  rea- 
soniui^s  and  as  the  theological  reasoniu<;'s  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  ])eace  as  adoi)ted  by  the  lawyers  and  tlie  theoloo-ical 
re-asonins^'s  for  the  salvation  of  souls  as  ;ido])ted  In-  the  min- 
istry, must  ditfer  in  scnne  of  their  essential  i)oip.ts.  is  it  to 
be  wondered  at  that  on  Ma\-  •"■>,  Ki.'IS  a. fter  haviiiL^'  listened 
fi>r  a  time  to  a  certain  discourse.  "It  is  ordered  that  lohn 
Pike  shall  |)a\-  two  shillinq-s  and  six  pen.ce  for  dei)artini:^ 
from  the  meeting"  without  leave  and  contemi)tuouslv.""  and 
l)efore  this.  I'eb.  -^4.  Ki-'is.  j,,lin  Pike.  Robert  Pike  and 
three  others  were  lined  two  shillinii's  a;id  six  p^-nce  a])iece 
for  beiu;L;-  absent  from  town  meeting-  at  eii^'ht  o'clock  in 
the  mornin,<.j-.  having-  had  dr.e  and  tit  warnim;-."  lUit  he 
must  have  risen  lii.Qh  in  the  esteem  of  his  fellow  citizens, 
for  in  {(ill.  he  was  one  of  the  chosen  to  administer  "the 
prudential  attairs  of  the  town.'"  and  in  Ki IS  to  "end  small 
causes"  which  he  did  in  an  exemplar)  manner  as  the  court 
records  show.  His  will  was  ])robate'l  Au.q'.  -"),  l6-")4,  in 
which  he  mentions  dau.^-hters  Dorothy,  wh.o  married  Dan- 
iel Hendrick.  Ann  who  married  John  Fiske,  Israel,  who 
marriecl  Henr\-  True,  and  sons   lohn  and   Robert,- ^^j- ^"^-^  s.of-'JaU*^ 

Ca])taui  John  I'ike,  ninth  from  Ens^lish  and  second  from 
American  lines,  was  born  at  Pridg^CAvater.  En,s:land,  (pre- 
sumably) in  Kio.")  if  he  is  the  one  wdio  sailed  "from  ye  port 
of  London  Nov.     •>?(;,   Pioo  for     Barbadoes,     aged   thirty." 
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He  settled  in  Xewl^un-,  Mass.,  where  he  niarrietl  Alary 
Tarville  or  (Tarbell).  (See  Coffin's  history  of  Old  New- 
burv  where  he  asks  a  tyrant  of  land  for  his  brother,  Thomas 
Tarville)  Well  edueated,  he  soon  became  one  of  the  lead- 
ing;" men  of  the  place,  was  educated  a  lawyer,  was  elected 
selectman  in  1C>41-1(')  IS,  was  chosen  lo  end  small  causes 
in  the  town  during  the  years  1(').")1-1(;.-)  l-l(;r)(i-l(;.-)7-l(;(;0 ; 
was  elected  deputy  to  the  General  court  in  l(io)  and  1(ir)8, 
which  position  he  most  abl\'  filled.  He  was  educated  a 
Congregationalist,  but  later  in  life  liecame  a  Presbyterian. 
Quoting  from  the  history — "When  in  W'wbury  there  was 
a  contention  in  the  church  regarding  church  discipline  be- 
cause the  ])astor  and  teacher  had  changed  their  minds  after 
the  first  few  years,  from  the  Congregational  to  the  Pres- 
bxterian  form.  It  seems  th.e  matter  was  carried  into  court 
for  adjustment,  and  he  being  summonsed  as  a  witness  tes-
